Bickering A Deterrent 


The Board of. Selectmen wants no part of running the 
School Department — least of all any responsibility for 
administering the educational program of the octupus-like 
school system, 

This is the consensus of the Board in responding to the 
charge made last week by School Committeeman William 
Doherty that the Selectmen are ‘‘trying to take over the 
whole department.’’ 

There are those connected with the school system who 
refuse to recognize any blood line between the town and a 
department legislatively set apart from the rest of the 
municipal operation. No one in the educational hierarchy 
opposes, however, the annual financial transfusion that 
temporarily links the community with the operation that 
accounts for virtually half the annual town budget. 

The present town manager rode into Andover on a wave 
of cniticism, at its core being the charge of a lay com- 
mittee that the five-year-old manager charter was not being 
fully implemented and that the Board of Selectmen was not 
tending to its knitting, that it was bogged down in 
handling administrative chores that are the manager’s 
responsibility and not sufficiently concerned with its 
prescribed job, that of setting municipal policy. 

It is efforts to correct this situation, to move toward 
observing the dictates of the charter, that have pre- 
cipitated the public sparring between the manager, school 
administrators and the School Committee. 

The manager hit hot water when he moved, in the in- 
terest of economy, to head off school department plans to 
purchase a bookkeeping machine for its exclusive use. 
Claiming that Town Hall accounting systems were also 
antiquated, he espoused the purchase of a more complex 
piece of automated equipment that could give all municipal 
departments fast access to financial information. 

In December he was backed by the Board of Selectmen 
which publically announced its acceptance of a lay- 
committee recommendation that the town semi-automate its 
financial record keeping. Recognizing the plight of the 
School Department, the Board went a step further and 
offered to lease, on a temporary basis, a bookkeeping 
machine that could relieve record keeping pressures until 
the town can get an automated system operative. 

More fat for the fire was the manager’s request (voted 
down last week) that the School Department prepare a 
Statement for the annual Town Report. This has been 


interpretated by some as a move toward eventual elimina- 
tion of the traditional separate School Report. To the

manager it is a move toward observing the law which he 
Says requires all town departments to submit information 
for the annual report to the people. Compliance, in his 
opinion, would not limit the School Committee’s right to 
issue a supplementary report of its own. 

Both public and private quibbling over the legal and 
traditional points now at issue between the Town and the 
School Department has made one thing quite clear: there 
is no, such thing as a flourishing spirit of cooperation 
between town and school department officials. 

This is*not to say that every member of the School Com- 
mittee is as complete and absolute a separationist as the 
Superintendent appears to be. The chairman, for example, 
has been outspoken in his Support of cooperation in non- 
educational areas — indeed the committee’s full member- 
ship claims to favor centralized accounting, 

And on the reverse side of the municipal fence, it must 

be admitted that at least two Selectmen believe the Com- 
monwealth, in attempting to keep the school business free 
of politics, has given School Departments too broad an 
‘immunity. ”’ 
Such personal reservations, and certainly personal 
animosities, should not be permitted to get in the way 
of any solution to mounting municipal costs that would not 
weaken the school structure. 

It is difficult to see how cooperation with either cen- 
tralized accounting or the annual Town Report could do 
this. It is common knowledge that country banks, corpora- 
tions and even such self-employed persons as doctors and 
lawyers are farming out their accounting chores to automa- 
tion service centers without any thought of losing 
financial control of their businesses. 

As for the town vs the private report to the people, the 
inclusion of some school data with the municipal annual 
report would seem to offer school officials a double oppor- 
tunity to tell their story, perhaps to an even broader 
audience than may be interested in the weightier detailed 
information that they released on their own. 

Municipal officials, without exception, have expressed 
an interest in seeing that Andover children have the best 
school system its residents are in a position to buy. But 
they are equally interested in seeing that it be financed 
in such a way as to leave something for the other areas 
of town government concern. 

Any further bickering can only serve to postpone a 
genuine, concerted, inter-departmental effort to get the 
most possible for every Andover tax dollar.
